throughout the country in eompil- I 
ing the official count of Uncle Sam’s 


I proteges. 
The barrage of questions will bt* 
fired by each enum erator in an ef- j 
fort to ascertain ju.st what Uncle 
Sum is anxious to know about his 
family. The target of the questions 
will be the "woman In the home." 
j 
Will xlie be prepared to answ er! 


I the census questions? Some of them 
i no doubt she can answer 
readily 
enough. 
She knows her own age, j 
and, popular tradition and jokes to j 
lite contrary, she can be relied on i 
to give it accurately in most cases. J 
She knows also the ages of her hus- ; 
band, children, and other members . 
of the family, and she knows the ; 
date of her marriage. She knows • 
whether or not the children are at-1 
tending school. 
Personal Questions 
Some of the questions she may 
not be able to answer so readily 
If 
she is living In a rented house or 
apartm ent it is safe to say that she I 
knows u’hat 
the monthly 
rent is. j 
But lf it Is an owned home will she ! 
be able to 
answer 
promptly the 
question as to Its value? That is I 
not olways so easy, It must be con- j 
fessed. She might do well to con­ 
sult her husband in advance about 
it, and even he may not quite know 
what to say. However, the census 5 
does not demand a value that is ex­ 
act to the last dollar, or to the last 
fifty or hundred dollars 
The ap­ 
proximate value, or a fair estimate, 
is enough for the purposes of the 
census. 
The man knows about what the 
home he owns is worth—about wlvat 
he could expect to get for It if he 
sold It; and he need not hest date 
to tell, or let his wife tell, the cen­ 
sus man, who is forbidden by law 
j to give out this information to the 
tax assessor, the neighbors or any- 
j body else. 
It is the same with the 
the other information. The indi­ 
vidual census returns are kept ab­ 
solutely secret, even from officials 
iof other departm ents of the federal 
government. 
W hen a person tells 
j the value of his home, the enumer­ 
a to r is under oath not to reveal it; 
and is subject to legal penalties if 
I he violates this provision. The in- 
I formation reported on the Individ- 


1 ual census schedules goes into a m a­ 
chine with thousands of other fig­ 
ures and comes out as statistics. 
“Padded” Returns 
j 
Some communities are usually in- 
| terested in making as large a show­ 
ing as possible on the census re­ 
turns. 
For 
this 
reason 
there 
is 
sometimes a tem ptation on the part 
of some leaders to exert pressure to 
get 
the 
returns “padded." There 
have been a few flagrant instances 
j of padding in past censuses. But 
the community th at 
attem pts this 
is likely to suffer more than it gains 
1 for it is pretty sure to be found out. 
And the stigma of 
having been 
guilty of padding 
the census 
is 
something that it takes a long time 
to live down. It is an unenviable 
reputation to have. This is another 
1 case in which honesty is the best 
policy. 
It is for the best interests 
of the 
community that 
it should 
I cooperate with the census bureau to 
secure a complete enumeration, in­ 
cluding every person belonging in 
its population—and no more. 
The 
census-taking 
should 
be 
completed within two weeks in the 
I cities and one month in the rural 
i districts.

Sir; 
I would like to bring to the attention of the people of Gettys­ 
burg what apparently appears to be a lack of local pride, and 
further, a want of patriotism, and I may add that I believe your 
worthy columns could espouse or support no nobler a movement 
than to conduct a drive for the purpose of raising funds in order 
that we may grace our square with a suitable statue of Abraham 
Lincoln. 
Surely your paper will sponsor such a movement and I 
may venture to say th at the citizens and local organizations of G et­ 
tysburg would respond nobly. 
Gettysburg and Lincoln arc so closely associated, that one can­ 
not speak of either without reference to the other. Secondly, had 
a weaker m an been president during those trying and critical days 
there would have been no cause for our national shrine <battlefield) 
as it exists today. 
It has been remarked too often by visitors to oui city that this 
town must lack civic pride and patriotism, because our public square 
has no memorial of any kind, while most of the towns and villages
